and, according to spokesmen in 
the camp commander's office, 
the camps will be ready for uso 
during the August camp by 
armory and infantry battalions of 
the 38th Infantry Division. 

The purpose of the camps, 
each of which will provide 
facilities for 1,000 personnel, is 
to reduce traffic through the city 
of Grayling, reduce fuel con- 
sumption, and increase training 
time. These goals — reduced 
expense, increased training time 
— are achieved by billeting 
armor, cavalry, and artillery 
units nearer their training sites. 
Because the troops wili remain 
in the base camps during the 
entire two week training period, 
travel to and from the main post 
will be nearly eliminated. 

In August, the ist Battalion. 
246 Armor, will be housed at 
one base camp near Range 30, 
the armor battalion's usual 
training site. The 3rd Battation, 
126 Infantry, will be quartered at 
the base cainp near Range 40. 

When the base camps are in 
operation, they will resemble 
“tent cities.” All facilities will 
be under canvas. Each camp 
will have electrical service, 
sump pumps for waste water 
disposal, septic tanks, and two 
16x32 ft. cement slabs to be 
used for shower facilities. Water 
will be supplied from two 
four-inch wells. 

When tha camps are sot up, 
the tents will be raised over 
plywood tent floors that are now 
being constructed. In addition

ade by a Group of peopie who 
had been working on it at the 
high school. At the time it was 
presented we had no additional 
money budgeted for GOAL and 
we were not able to fund it 
through the general fund. Be- 
fore it Implemented we 
decided we would have to find 
federal money and perhaps 
some state money in the form of 
grants. The federal money came 
because the program was iden- 
tified, partially, as a deterrent 
for drop-outs. Of course that 
wasn't the entire nature of the 
program to prevent drop-outs, 
but there were several students 
who were drop-out-prone and 
we were able to obtain federal 
funding for part of the program. 
Actually, 50% of the program 
cost came from the federal 
government. Nearly half of the 
rest of the cost picked up 
through the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Education which pays 
for students with special needs 
if 2 teacher who has 2 certa: 
kind of endorsement is hired. In 
this case we hired a teacher who 
had certification as a teacher of 
students with emotional prob- 
lems. In the end the actual cost 
savings to the school district 
rather than an expenditure 
because we took a teacher who 
was in the general classrcom 
and placed that person in the 
GOAL program and we were 
taking care of 30 students wha 
would have ordinarily been 
taken care of in the regular 
classroom situation. So, we 
saved money from the general 
fund and the GOAL program 
was not an additional burden on 
the taxpayers. 

In another unrelated issue, 
some taxpayers have also raised 
the question of the hiring of a 
new football coach. Was a new 
coach actually hired? 

The football coach technical- 
ly has not been hired. We can’t 
hire anyone with all the layoffs. 
We interviewed several coaches 
and we have come to an agree- 
ment with one coach that if the 
millage passes he will be hired. 
{f the millage’ fails, he will 
remain in the Southern part of 
the state where he is currently 
coaching. Essentially, we have 
not hired a coach but have 
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millage passes.

improved bivouac situation. 

The necessity for the base 
camps wes fast 
September after the 38th Di- 
vision concluded its 1975 an- 
nual training. This August, 
when the division returns, it will 
be here in Its entirety, 11,000 
men strong, minus only Ohio's 
73rd Brigade. 

After the decision was made 
to bulid the camps, the pians 
were submitted to the National 
Guard Bureau, which approved 
an expenditure of $62,000 for 
the project. The cost involved 
was mostly for materials (con- 
crete, plywood, plumbing ma- 
terials, etc.) since most of the 
labor is being provided by Camp 
Grayling personnel and military 
personnel from the Guard's en- 
gineering units. 

The camps are also expected 
to be used by artillery and armor 
units during weekend training 
drills. The temporary tacilities 
can easily be erected and disas- 
sembled, thereby eliminating 
the need for troops to travel 
back and forth to the main camp 
for meals, quarters, etc.

concerned about what was not said, but possibly 
inferred, than what was said. For this week | will 
restrict my report to Task IV — Property Tax 
Administration. 

Emphasis is placed on the role of the professional 
assessor in maintaining an efficient and equitable 
property tax administration system. It is suggested 
that property tax administration reform efforts must 
focus on the issues of adequate training, unit size, 
funding and access io reieveni informatien. 

Four organizational designs are‘ outlines. Each 
alternative highlights specific practice, Grgdnizational 
and funding proposals under the heading of Assess- 
ment Administration. In addition each alternative 
addresses the equalization function as well as the 
review and appeal process. ; 

Part one of Task !V states, "Taxpayer concern with 
rising tax burdens is resulting in a demand for efficient 
property tax administration”. It is my opinion the 
demand is for complete property tax reform. The report 
goes on to state, “The equalization process is beset by 
many of the same organizational and funding 
difficuities found in ihe assessment function”. The 
review and appeal process also warrants serious 
attention. 

The four organizational designs range from the 
complete centralization of the property tax function to 
a well coordinated township - city - state administra- 
tion. 


Alternate | — township - city assessment. A 
township - city assessment system would contain the 
minimal qualities of a professional system. Its 
administrative structure is similar to the status quo. 

Alternate II --- township - city - state assessment. 
A modification of Alternate |, the state would assume a 
more extensive supervisory and coordinating role as 
well as some direct assessment responsibility. 

Alternate II! — county - large municipality - state 
assessment. A county - large municipality assessment 
plan is proposed to systematically address the 
pervasive geographic fragmentation characteristics of 
current administrative arrangements. (My interpreta- 
tion of this is to do away with all smail assessing units 
and replace them with large units, which may be 
county wide or perhaps on a regional levei. in addition 
many of the state boards and commissions presently 
involved with property tax would be combined into a 
state tax authority.) 

Alternate IV — state assessment with local levy 
and collection. A centralized state property tax 
administrative structure would represent the most 
substantial change from the current system. 

The property tax is perhaps the last remaining tax 
where the people can some degree of 
control. With the many faults of the present system, 
the price of turning property tax administration over to 
appointed people at a higher level of government, may 
be too high a price to pay in hopes of correcting the 
system. Perhaps the answer lies in approaching the 
problem by looking at the things property tax is called 
upon to support. It may prove much simpler to only

as, township, city and county, and find other sources 
for education. | am far from convinced that a higher 
level of government will accept the task presently being 
carried out at the local level! without demanding 
additional taxation to support the program.

Recently, while suffering an attack of 
old-fashioned morality brought on by a 
Jimmy Carter speech, | wrote a terrible 
thing. ! wrote that Hubert numptrey 
is a fourflusher because he reneged on 
more than $800,000 in 1972 campaign 
debts. 

This made Humphrey angry and he 
sent me a letter saying so. 

“| have been brought up to pay my 
bills, and | do so,” he said. 

Humphrey's letter should be pre- 
served as a fine example of how slippery 
politicians grease their way around cut 
corners. His reasoning is typical of the 
lopsided justice which pardons a 
Richard Nixon and sends a two-bit 
burglar to prison. 

Humphrey didn't deny that a group of 
his creditors, owed $900,000, went 
payless for four years and then had to 
settle for four cents on the dollar. 
Except, he said, the debt really hadn't 
been his in the first place. 

The $900,000 had been Ient “to the 
campaign committee and not to me,” 
Humphrey wrote in his letter. 

Oh well, that’s different. | thought 
Humphrey solicited the cash personally 
and took it home and slept with it. | 
didn’t realize the loans were transacted 
through a committee. The lenders 
probably never heard of Hubert Hum- 
phrey. They weren’t buying favor with a 
possible president. They thought the 
money was going to be spent on long 
underwear for freezing Indians. 

But no, that can't be. In a later 
paragraph, Humphrey admitted that the 
lenders “were all personal friends who 
are very well to do and who are not 
complaining at all over the fact that they 
received a very smal! settlement on their 
loan.” 

In fact, Humphrey said, these gen- 
erous buddies knew when they lent the 
dough that “there was the possibility 
that the committee might not be able to 
repay.” 

Why worry? Hubert might get elected 
this time and it doesn’t hurt to be able 
to say to the nresident: “Hey, Humoh, 
remember that time | wrote off that 
$150,000 your campaign committee 
owed me? Well, here's what I’d like you 
todo...” 

Anyway, if the stingees are not 
griping about being stung for $800,000 
Humphrey said, “others who have no 
liability or interest in this matter ought 
not to be raising their voices in 
complaint.” He means me. 

Serry, Humph, but my voice remains 
raised. 


The senator from Minnesota has as 
much as admitted that the loans were 
phony, and were really contributions. 
So why weren't they called that in ihe 
first place? 

Humphrey admits the loans were 
made by his personal friends, yet he 
accepts no responsibility for them. 
Some “campaign committee” signed 
the 1OU. 

Perhaps some campaign laws were 
bent. it's a safe bet that what the 
Humohrey committee did in 1972 it 
couldn't get away with in 1976. Which 
doesn’t necessarily mean the world is 
getting better. It simply means the 
cheaters must find new ways to cheat. 
And they will. 

iL saddens me because | used to be a 
Humphrey fan. He was my kind of 
liberal. | figured he was for the little 
guy and certainly he wouldn't condone 
the type of cruddy justice which says 
raggedy muggers are crooks but well- 
dressed welshers are modern princes to 
be admired for their lofty goals, rather 
than condemned for their crummy 
ethics. 

But forget the legal niceties. I’m 
talking about old-fashioned morality, 
that glowing quality which all the 
politicians embraced so enthusiastical- 
ly in the Watergate parking lot. Pm 
talking about justice that doesn’t peek 
under the blindfold. 

If Joe Slob borrows $5,000 and 
doesn't pay it back, he faces court 
action. If the transaction was a fraud, he 
faces prison. If he does his stealing in a 
less genteel manner, such as mugging, 
ne could be stoned to death in the 
courthouse square. 

But big-shot candidates can fuzz over 
the roadblocks built for peasants. 
Bribes are loans and loans are contri- 
butions and they all add up to the 
stickum that keeps good buddies 
together, on top. Oniy a few arrogant 
meatheads, such as Agnew, come 
unglued. 

Hubert Humphrey won't be elected 


president. But he could have been, and 


why not? He didn’t do anything dozens 
of other candidates haven't done 
through the years. 

And he would have been an improve- 
ment over the last guy elected. 

For months, peopie have been 
complaining that they don’t know any- 
thing about Jimmy Carter. 

Maybe that explains his success. The 
more you learn about most candidates, 
the more inclined you are to vote for a 
stranger with a big smile. i 


National Guard Sponsors Boys Camp 


(Special to the Avalanche} 

CAMP GRAYLING — The Mi- 
chigan National Guard Boys 
Camp was an idea whose time 
had come and has continued 
during the past eight years. 

The camp, conducted in two 
increments of one week each at 
northern Michigan's Camp Gray- 
ling, was begun in the summer 
of 1968, the year following the 
massive civil disturbance in 
Detroit. The original idea was to 
give disadvantaged inner city 
youths an opportunity for a 
summer camping experience 
they otherwise might not have 
and to acquaint them with the 
National Guard and individual 
Guardsmen. The concept has 
not changed much over the 
years, but the program has been 


broadened to include youths, 


from out-state cities as well as 
-the Detroit metropolitan area. 
This year's camp, which is 
operated by volunteer National 
Guard personnel, was attended 
by i157 Detroit area youngsters, 


aged eight to fourteen, the first 
week and by 143 boys from 
Lansing, Jackson, Kalamazoo, 
Flint, Bay City, Saginaw, Pon- 
tiac, Grand Rapids and Grayling 
the second week. The camp was 
conducted during the annual 
active duty training period of 
4,300 Guardsmen and Army 
Reservists at Camp Grayling, 
duly 10-24. 

During their stay at Camp 
Grayling, the boys live in mili- 
tary barracks and are fed in a 
military mess hall. They partici- 
pate in organized athletics, 
including a junior olympics pro- 
gram, and are treated to tours of 
area scenic attractions, includ- 
ing the Mackinac Bridge, the 
State fish hatchery at Grayling 
and Hartwick Pines state forest. 

National Guard personnel are 
assigned as counselors to the 
boys and Guard cooks operate 
the camp mess hali. 

This year's boys camp was 
under the command of Maj. 
Robert G. Lundy of Detroit who

is a full time race relations- 
equal employment opportunity 
officer with the Guard in 
Lansing. 

Although the boys occasion- 
ally get into squabbles, as boys 
will, Maj. Lundy says such 
problems are minimal. “When 
they first arrive at Grayling, the 
boys don't know what to expect 
and tney are somewnat alstrust- 
ful of their counselors,” Maj. 
Lundy says. “But as they learn 
that the counselors are their 
friends who are there to help 
them, the boys open up and 
really enjoy themselves.” 

Although the camp was or- 
iginally financed by contribu- 
tions from Guardsmen and 
other interested persons, some 
state financial backing is now 
Provided by the Legislature. 
“Although we don’t have enough 
money to do all the things we 
would like to do, we have 
enough to give the boys a good 
time,” Maj. Lundy stated. 

The reaction of the boys io 
the camp is perhaps best 
indicated by the fact that a 
number of the youths who arrive 
ai Camp Grayling each year are 
repeaters, boys who requested 
to return. 

“We don't encourage repeats” 
Maj. Lundy said, “because we 
want to give as many youths as 
possible an opportunity to 
participate. However, we don't 
reject qualifted youths who are 
recommended and want to 
return.” 

The boys are selected for 
attendance through community 
social and church agencies. 

Although attendees of the 
camp during the early years 
were predominantly Black, the 
racial mix is now fairly well 
balanced. 

#\ man who really believes in 
the concept of the boys camp 
and has been with it since its 
inception is Chief Warrant Offi- 
cer Wyman J. Solomon of De- 
troit. Solomon, a full time em- 
ployee of the Guard at the 
combined support maintenance 
shop in Lansing, is the camp's 
senior counselor. This year, he 
was presented an award of the 
Department of Military Affairs 
for outstanding and dedicated 
services at the camp during the 
period 1967-76. 

“My reward," Solomon said,

Voter faces heavy burdens 


“Still, the erratic Ford campaign has 


blown leads before. !t had Mr. Reagan. 


on the canvas early in the race, but let 
him up again in North Carolina. And in 
caiculation and strategy the Reagan 


. campaign hasn’t proved any better. So, 


calculations notwithstanding, the nom- 
ination ultimately may go to the man 
who avoids making the last mistake.” 

Mr. Farney has put his finger on the 
entire art of elective politics as | 
perceive it. And that is not necessarily 
to score positively, but rather to avoid 
error. Of course, with the mood of the 
country being what the pollsters tell us 
it is, perhaps the biggest Republican 
mistake this year will be to win the right 
to run against Mr. Carter. 

U.S. Rep. Wayne Hays, who now 
needs no further identification, faces an 
election challenge from an independent 
candidate the mayor of Steubenville, 
Ohio, who is William Crabbe. Mr. 
Crabbe recently commented on the 
political situation in their eastern Ohio 
district: 

“This is church and family oriented 
area, the heariiand of America. The 
people ‘here believe in the Ten Com- 
mandments and they prove it at the 
polls. 

“The people here will pray for him 
(Mr. Hays) and so will f ... but ! don’t 
think they will vote for him.” 

Mr. Crabbe may be right. But the 
unsettling thing is he probably isn’t. 

Electronic journalist Daniel Schorr, 
sidelined by nis network in the squabble 
over leaking a congressional report on 
the CIA, was asked how he felt to be “at 
the center of a controversy in which 
some are calling you a martyr.” Replied 
Mr. Schorr: 

“The joys of Martyrdom are vastly 
overrated. The publicity nas turned my 
worid upside down. I'm working harder 
than’ ever and enjoying it less ... 

“Worst of all, | guess, is that | have 
lost my free speech and can’t even say 
anything without checking it out with 
my lawyer.”

To the Editor and People of 
Crawford County: 

| know a lot of you don’t 
realize what the strike is all 
about at Bear Archery and are 
condemning our strikers for this 
situation. 

Did you ever stop to wonder 
why $0 many people with a lot 
of years (seniority as we Call It) 
are out on strike — Lyle John- 
son with 27% years, myself 
with 26% years, George Bielski 
with 25% years, John Kucharek 
24 years in August, Ed Ku- 
charek 25 years in Oct., Monte 
Malone, Mary Nolph, Bill Cox 
all over 20 years and many 
more. 

A few years ago itis Archery 
sold our feather dept. to some- 
one else. Did you know that 
people who had 10 and 11 years+ 
of seniority were laid off and 


people with only a few months 


in the shop were kept on. Did 
you know that years ago we had 
a profit sharing plan which they, 
the company invested in differ- 
ent stocks for us and lost some 
of our money — and that the 
present retirement nian is only 
in effect from 1968 — if you 
don’t nave any money in the 
profit sharing plan to add to the 
present retirement clause you 
get nothing for the years from 
1947 through 1968. You have to 
have ten years in or be 45 years 
of age. Mr. Frank Muth gets 
$31.00 a month retirement pay 
as does Ken Benheart for a total 
of 44’years with Bear Archery. 
Mrs. Mary Neal gets $5.81 for 17 
years at Bear Archery. Mr. Bear 
told us to stick with him and 
we'd all be able to retire good — 
Victor Comp. knew Mr. Bear 
had some older employees but 
made no exceptions. 

Mr. Bear said the “Archery” 
was getting too big for him to 
handle so he merged with Victor 
Comp., but, he didn’t ask our 
permission to do this. The same 
as we didn't ask his permission- 
to join the union of our choice, 
because there are now too many 
people working at Bear Archery 
to be represented by a small 
association. 

Can you believe that Mr. Kelly 
has already gave the people 
working in our plant our annual 
picnic (which we had to fight 
for} so he would not have to give 
one for us when we go back to 
the plant. Also they said no 
mere Christmas Bonus which 
we have always had because 
they gave usa raise in pay. They 
gave the office help better in- 
surance than the working peo- 
ple, although we all bleed the 
same. 

Can you have a baby now-a- 
days for $400.00. This includes 
doctor and hospital. The office 
has five days for sick and 
personal leave, we have two 
days of being sick. We not only 
lose money for time off but we 
have to present a doctor's 
statement saying we were Sick. 

Now they let their new em- 
ployees have a 4 day, 10 hour 
work week which-they would 
not iet us have. Peopie are 
wearing tennis shoes in the 
plant, we couldn't. | could go on 
but space is iimiied. I just wani 
you to know a few facts so you 
could try to judge us more 
fairly. 

Let me close with just this. In 
all the years at working for Bear 
Archery | am seeing the really 
close friends this union, the 
UAW has. Union brothers & sis- 
ters from all over the country 
brought us not only money but 
their prayers and well wishes for 
this strike to end. They believe 
as we do everyone has a right to 
have the Union of their choice.

Tourism Creates Jobs

County Extension Sizsstor 

Those vacationers browsing 
through the local downtown 
area or basking on the beach are 
part of a $4 billion flow being 
generated in Michigan this year. 

“Tourism has become a major 
input to the U.S. economy, 
generating almost $72 billion, 
or about 5.1 percent of the U.S. 
Gross National Product in 
1974," says Dr. Robert Mcin- 
tosh, Michigan State University 
Exiension tourism and resort 
specialist. 

Nationally, travelers’ spend- 
ing created 3.7 million jobs 
representing 4.3 percent of our 
civilian employment, with pay- 
roll of nearly $20 billion In 1974. 
Qut of every dollar spent by the 
traveler, 12.4 cents (almost $10 
billion in 1974), was returned to 
federal, state or local govern- 
ment in taxes. 

Crawford County received a- 
bout 0.4 percent of the state's 
lodging business and tourism, 
Roscommon received ahout 9 
percent based upon its propor- 
tion of room sales tax. Using 
this as a ratio, the Crawford 
county's tourist industry con- 
tributes about $15.6 million 
annually and Roscommon coun- 
ty's tourist dollar was 35 
million, based on ihe state's 
estimate of $4 billion for 1976. 
There are 61 lodging businesses 
in the Crawford and 247 in 
Roscommon county. No count 
of restaurants and other travel 
service businesses has been 
reported. 

The Michigan Travel Bureau 
of the Department of Commerce 
estimates it takes about $28,600 
of tourist expenditures to create 
one full time job. On this basis, 
tourism creates about 547 jobs 
for Crawford County and 1,232 
for Roscommon County. In 
smaller volume counties, this 
total was raised somewhat due 
to more family operated busi- 
nesses. If indirect or induced 
employment is added {such as 
laundry and maintenance sei- 
vice, contractors, food sup- 
pliers, and similar businesses), 
considerably more jobs are 
created, based partly upon 
tourism. 

Direct tourism employment is 
estimated at about 134,000 ful! 
time jobs. Additional indirect 
and induced employment has 
been estimated at a summer 
peak of about 140,000 to 
150,000, falling to 40,000 to 
75,000 during the slower sea- 
sons. 

The removal of tourism from 
Michigan’s economy with no 
replacement by another industry 
would cost the state about 
243,000 jobs averaged annually 
with a peak of about 280,000 


“jobs ‘in’ the summer and a 


minimum of about 175,000 in a 
low season such as early 


spring. 

Tourism is a fabor-intensive 
industry, meaning that dusi- 
nesses engaged in serving the 
traveling public tend to employ 
quite a large number of persons 
in relation to the dollar volume 
of business which they gener- 
ate. 

Forexample, a modern motor 
hotel of about 100 rcoms will 
employ approximately 85 per- 
sons part and full time. Hes- 
taurants similarly hire quite a 
large number of employees. In 
fact, the public hospitality 
business in the United States 
empioys a larger number of 
so-called “unskilled” employ- 
ees than any other industry In 
the country. 

Persons or organizations in- 
terested in attracting move 
tourist industry to their area, 
will find guidelines in nearly 30 
MSU Extension bulletins avaii- 
able through the local Exten- 
sion office. Topics range from 
the feasibility of tourism within 
the iucaie io deveioping winier 
recreation possibilities.

gs the raids at 


Preceding George Rogers 
Clark down the Ohio River in 
4778 were two expeditions from 
Fort Pitt, one headed by Col. 
David Rogers and the other by 
Captain James Willing. 

Both were rather srnatl in 
size, each force being com- 
prised of about 30 men. Both 
left the upper reaches of the 
Ohio | in alanany,: and both were 
they were to pick up supplies 
for colonial troops. 

But neither campaign had a 
happy conclusion. Rogers and 
most of his men were killed near 
present-day Cincinnati in a 
skirmish with Indians led by 


Simon Girty and Matthew El-. 


liott. Willing was a bit more 
fortunate. He was captured by 
the British and came close to 
being hanged but was eventual- 
ly released. 

Willing, a resident of Natchez 
when the revolution began and 
reportedly a weaithy man, had a 
dual purpose when he sailed 
from Fort Pitt. Besides picking 
up suppiles at New Orleans and 
bringing them back to Fort Piit, 
he was to attempt to again 
control of Natchez and neigh- 
boring communities. The popu- 
lation of those settlements had 
recently been swelled by Loyal- 
ists and others who fled the 
troubled East. 

_ Aboard the gunboat Rattle- 
a down the Ohio to the Mis- 
sissippi and managed to slip 
past two British outposts on the 
shores of that river. During the 
voyage downstream he picked 
up additional volunteers, and by 
the time he approached Natchez 
his torce numbered about 100. 

in the vicinity of Natchez, 
Willing’s men captured several 
British sympathizers, including 
Col. Anthony Hutchins. As the 
expedition continued southward 
it grew in size — attracting 
more participants so that the 
force totaled between 300 and 
400 men — and in viciousness, 
seizing craps and stock, carry- 
ing off slaves and burning 
houses and barns. At Manchac, 
Willing’s army seized the British 


vessel Rebecca, and below New .- 


Orleans it took over the brig 
Neptune. 

After selling the booty from 
New Orleans, 
Willing planned to wreak further 
havok at Natchez, but Col. 
Hutchins escaped and warned 
residents of the settlement. 
Willing's unit and an opposing 
force of about 300 contronted 


- one another about 20 miles 


south of Natchez and, after an 
exchange of shots in which 
several on both sides were 
killed, Willing retigated down- 
Tiver. 

In the fall some of Willing’s 
men under Lt. Robert George 
marched northward along the 
west shore of the Mississippi to 
join Clark's army in the Illinois 
country. Willing decided to 
return to the East by ship but 
was captured by the British anc, 


after averting an almost certain . 


hanging, was finally paroled. 
Rogers, who left Fort Pitt on 
a mission for the colony of 
Virginia at almost the same time 
Willing was dispatched by a 
committee of Congress, didn't 
set out on the return voyage 
until 1779. Carrying supplies 
obtained from Spanish Gover- 
nor Galvez through the influence 
of Oliver Pollock, two boats 
moved northward up the Mis- 
sissippi and then up the Ohio. 
All went well until they reach- 
ed the mouth of the Little Miami 
River at what is now the eastern 
edge of Cincinnati. Here, where 


$100 Million 
Lottery Prizes 
Last Year 


Michigan Lottery customers 
won more than $100 million in 
prizes during the 12 months 
ending June 30. 

The one-year prize total of 
$101,213,502 is a record for 
state-run lotteries and boosts 
the prize take since the Michi- 
gan Lottery started in 1972 to 
$265,627 398. 

The 1975-76 prize total repre- 
sents an increase of more than 
$32 million over the previous 
year. 

The surge In prize money is 
attributed to the popularity of 
the three “Instant Games” con- 
ducted during the year. Record 
sales were achieved with the 
introduction of those new 
games. 

The original 50 cent * “green” 
game, however, still accounts 
for most of the money won 
since the lottery began in 
November of 1972. Prizes won 
in the 50 cent game now total 
nearly $170 million, as com- 
pared to $66 million to date in 
“Instant” games. Other types of 
games account for another $30 
million. 

There have been 26 winners of 
the top lottery prize - $1,000,000 
- since 1972, including eight 
during the last year.

Warking to- 
gether, they managed to survive, 
Benham who had the use cf his 
arms and hands, could shoot 
game. The other man could 
drive the game toward Benham 
and, when it was shot, kick it 
over to him for cooking. 

Finally, on November 27 they 
saw a flatboat coming down the 
fiver and called to it tor help. 
Those aboard, suspecting an 
indian ambush, passed on but 
after proceeding about a half 
mite downstream dispatched a 
canoe to investigate. As the 
canoe approached cautiously. 
the crippled men ashore called 
oui heir iGeniiiy and vitimaiely 
were rescued. They were by 
then a sorry-fooking pair — 
almost naked, dirty and un- 
shaven.

AN OPEN LETTER TO THE VOTERS OF THE 103rd DISTRICT 


ff any voter of the 103rd 
Legislative District wants to 
know why he should vote 
Ostling out of office on August 
3 and Mr. Richard Friske in, he 
has only to read Ostling’s Fact 
Sheet and examine his iegisla- 
tive voting record. 
Ostling’s recent Fact Sheet 
consisted of 3% pages of 
}printed material, 24 of 
were devoted to promoting ine 
taxation schemes of the educa- 
tion lobby and teachers’ union 
(the MEA, of which Ostling is a 
member). The essence of his 
plan is to get rid of the property 
tax and raise the income tax. 
The reason for the education

Control of the income 
lax on the other hand ties with 
the legislature where the MEA 
through its member jegisiators 
and education lobby can look 
forward to almost unlimited 
spending 
Another section of his Fact 
Sheet is devoted to his plan to 
| ireeze consumers utility rates 
by abolishing the “pass through 
clause” which allows utilities to 
pass on io their customers the 
increased costs of the fuels the 
utilities themselves must buy. 
Who on earth dees he think is 
going to pay this increased cost 
— the taxpayers? As one who 
heats his home with oil, 1 shall 
demand that Ostling make 


equal provisions to pay me for 
any rise in the cost of my fuel 
oil. And all you wood burners 
out there certainly deserve reim- 
bursement for any increase in 
the cost of cord wood. This is 
the kind of demagogic decep- 


tion that calls for a resounding 
defeat at the polls. There is not 
a word in his Fact Sheet about 
stopping the waste of public 
junds or curbing the bureau- 
cracy. 

There is an old saying in 
politics that if your record or the 
caliber of your opponent threat- 
ens you with defeat, attack the 

tis 
obvigusiy running againsi ihe 
utilities. it was apparent that his 
voting record in Lansing would 
bear scrutiny. It proved to be 
even more dismal and special 
interest oriented than his Fact 
Sheet. Of twenty-two important 
votes that were selected to 
indicate whether the legislator 
was for responsible, low cost, 
focally controlled government, 
greater individual and personal 
freedom from government con- 
trols and against special privi- 
lege, the incumbent was absent 
for five (23%). Now if one 
doesn't want to vote openly 
against the interest of his con- 
stituents he can often achieve 
the same resuit without risk of 
exposure by being absent. Of 
the remaining 17 bills, he voted 
against these standards eight 
times (47%)}. Among other 
things he voted to pay teachers 
while they are on strike. He 
voted to increase the pay and 
Sizé Of an already bioated Wel- 
fare Department. He voted to 
have the state interfere with 
employer/employee scheduling 
agreements. The incumbent has 
voted down the fine with the 
MEA - educational lobby. He 
claims to have been a “damned 
gooc™ arithmetic teacher. He 
should then be able to explain 
to us why it is that the more we 
spend on education and the 


more influence the education 
lobby has in Lansing, the lower 
the academic level of tha stu- 
dents. The truth is that the 
education lobby is no longer 
interested in quality education 
and in fact doesn't seem to 
know what it is. The incumbent 
can be expected to fuss and 
fume and deny all this. The 
facts given here will stand. They 
come irom his own Faci Sheei 
and legislative record. Our 
problem is in Lansing. The 
incumbent is part of that 
problem not part of the solu- 
tion. 

Let's look at the caliber of his 
opponent. First and foremost 
Richard Friske is an honest and 
decent man. Friske will not say 
one thing to get elected and 
vate the opposite in Lansing or 
absent himself during the vat- 
ing. Neither during his previous 
term as legislator nor in the 
future wili he betray the citizens 
of his district for these of any 
special interest group. Friske 
will not propose hare-brained 
utility schemes to get votes. He 
will not support slobbism in 
education nor the greedy power. 
hungry education lobby whose 
professed interest in education 
is a sham and a fraud. He will 
support the tax limitation a- 
mendment which is’being fought 
foot and naii by the welfare: 
rights organizations, bureau- 
crats at all levels and of course 
the ubiquitous education lobby. 

Richard Friske deserves the 
vote on August 3 of every citizen 
of this distrrct who wants to get 
the government off our backs 
and out of our pocket books.
